, Then, Sir, with regard to the next 
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Paragraph propofed, how can we pre= 
tend to fay, that the Minifters hav 
taken the firft Opportunity to reduce 
the Publick Expences, or that it has 
been done with unufual Difpatch, 
when we know nothing of what Pu- 
blick Expences have been reduced, or 
at what Time they were reduced? We 
may perhaps have heard fomething of 
this from dur publick News Papers, or 
from the Tittle-tattle of our Under 
minifters, which is a worfe Authority ; 
but neither of thefc, furely, can be a 
proper Authority whereon to found 
an Addrefs of Parliament : and even 
from thefe we cannot fay, that thofe 
Reductions, if any, have been made 
with unufual Difpatch ; for, I believe, 
greater Reductions were made, and 
made with as much Difpatch, at the 
End bo th of King Vi/liam’s and Queen 
Anne’s Wars. Befides, I muft ob- 
ferve, that as to our Foreign Subfi- 
dies, which are of all others the moft 
grievous Expence to this Nation, moft 
of them are of fuch a Nature, that they 
neither have been nor can be reduced 
for a Year or two to come; which 
ought to have been an Argument for 
continuing the War a Year or two 
longer, if we had the leaft Profpeét of 
better Succefs ; and confequently is an 
Argument for our not being fo ready 
to extol the happy Conclufjon of the 
Peace. 
As to the other Part of this Para-

Our being cautious 
and {paring in our Grants, may in 
fome Senfe be called Oeconomy ; anc 
it is a fort of Oeconomy, which I wilh

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‘done of Jate Years ; but it is a fort of 
Oeconomy that never was, nor, I be+ 
lieve, ever will, be recommended to 
Parliament by Minifters ; and by the 
prefent as little as by any of their Pre- 
deceflors. 

What our Minifters mean, Sir, by 
recommending to us the Improvement 
of the Revenue, is fomething beyond 
my Comprehenfion. I hope, they do 
not mean to defire us to impofe any 
new Taxes upon the People, or to in- 
creafe any of the old, or to pafs any 
more fevere and dangerous Laws for 
raifing our Taxes than thofe we have 
now fubfifting ; and yet one of thefe 
they muft certainly mean, or they 
mean nothing, becaufe thefe are the 
only Methods for improving the Re- 
venue, in which the Parliament can 
have any neceffary Concern. There 
is, indeed, another Method which the 
Minilters have Power to take without 
our Concurrence, and by which the 
net Produce of all our Taxes might 
be very much increafed ; I mean that 
of reducing the Number of Officers 
employ’d in colleéting the Revenue, 
and diminifhing the Salaries of the 
reft, This, I fay, is what the Mini- 
{ters may do without our Concurrence, 
and what ought to be done; for I 
may venture to fay in general, that 
there is no Country in the World, 
where there is fo little to do, and fo 
much to be got by ferving the Pu- 
blick. It is this that makes ll Peo- 
ple fo fond of getting into Publick Of- 
fices ; and it is this that gives Force 
to Corruption, and {preads it fo uni- 
verfally among the People. There- 
fore, if we are refolved to preferve our 
Independency and our Seats in this 
Houfe, (for, I hope, there are none 
within thefe Walls, that came here by 
Corruption) we ought to think of this 
Method for improving the Publick 
Revenue ; and if we find that our Mi- 
nifters do not foon go about it them- 
felves, we ought, Ihope, fome future 
Seflion even of this Parliament will fet 
on foot an Enquiry into the Bufincfs - 
as well as Salaries of all Publick Off- 
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cers, and compel our Minifters, } our 
Authority, to do what they may an 
ought to do without our Concurrence 
For what fignifies our loading the Peo.

‘Therefore, we 
may declare ourfelves truly fenfible of 
the fignal Succefs, which in the laft 
Year of the War attended his Majefty’s

The other Sentence in this Para- 
graph, which I find fault with, is in 
thefe Words, By making good its Ene 
gagements. 1 thall cheartully join, 
Sir, in afluring his Majefty, that we 
will grant fuch Supplies as are necef- 
fary to preferve the Honour of the 
Nation; but I cannot add, by making 
good its Engagements, before I know 
what thofe Engagements are. The 


‘late Treaty of Peace is not yet laid 


before us ; and therefore, we neither 
do, nor can know what Engagements 
his Majefty may have been advifed by 
his Minifters to enter into by that 
Treaty. Shall we then oblige ourfelves 
to make good thofe Engagements, 
when, for what we know, they may 
be fuch as muft be attended with cex- 
tain Ruin to the Nation. 

Thus, Sir, I have delivered my 
Sentiments, of what has been offered 
by the Noble Lord by way of an Ad- 
drefs upon this Occafion: but as f 
do not know how they may be receiv’d

Suppofe, for 
as [have no Knowledge of the Fact, I 
can only fuppofe, ‘they thought the 
Danger fo great as to threaten agree- 
ing to a Neutrality if we did not ac- 
cept of the Terms then offered by 
rance. If they had agreed to a 
Neutrality, they mu{t have withdrawn 
their Troops from the allied Army 3 in 
Which Cafe, even after the Arrival of 
the Rufians, our Army would have 
much inferior in Number to that 

of France ; and tho’ I only fuppofe 


this, yet I muit fay, that I think the 
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Suppolition highly probable; for the 
Ruffians were then at fuch a Diftance, 
that they could not have join’d our 
Army before the Month of Fuly;. and 
confidering how quickly the French 
had reduced all the Towns in Flanders 
which they could inveft, the little For- 
trefles of Stevenfwaert, Roermonts 
and Ven/o, together with Maeftricht, 
might probably have been reduced be- 
fore the Arrival of the Ru/ians ; after 
which the very Being of that Repu- 
blick would have depended on the E- 
vent of one Battle, which is a Rifk no 
wile Nation will ever chufe to run, if 
it can by any Means be avoided: and 
as the French could not but be fenfible 
of this, we cannot too much admire 
his Majetty’s Wifdom in bringing them 
to agree to fuch reafonable Terms. 
But this Danger, to which our Al- 
lies the Dutch were expofed, was not 
the only Danger, Sir, that made a 
Peace neceffary for us. Surely Gen- 
tlemen have not forgot the Situation 
in which our Publick Credit was at that 
Time, and the Danger it was in of 
being entirely blown up. Do we not 
remember that all our Publick Funds, 
except Bank and Eaft /ndia, were 
greatly under Par, and hardly any 
Hopes of the whole Money’s being 
paid in upon the new Subfcription ? 
From this Situation, I think, I may 
with Reafon prefume, that if the Peace 
had not been concluded at the very 
Time it was, our Publick Credit would 


“have been entirely blown up ; and, in 


that Cafe, we could not have fupport- 
ed the War to the End of that Year, 
much lefs for ten or a Dozen Years 
longer ; which we probably muft have 
done before we could have recovered 
from the Enemy all that they had then 
conquered, even fuppofing the War 
had, from the Moment the Ruffian 
Troops arrived, taken a Turn in our 
Favour, and had continued tuccefsful 
to the End. 

I think I may now conclude, Sir, 
that the Noble Lord’s Motion con- 
tains nothing relating to the Peace, 


but what we may, from the Knowledge 
we

we have of it, agree to; efpecially as 
that Knowledge has been confirmed 
by what his Majefty:hasfaid of it in 
his moit gracious Speech from ‘the 


Throne ; and as we cannot; by any 
Thing we now fav of it; be bound up.

Contideration, after it has been laid 
before us, we fhould think that it de- 
ferves fuch a Cenfure.

be no Objection again{t the Treaty’s 
being a Definitive Treaty : And if our 
Allies ‘have all acceded to it without 
Referve, furely we may fay fo, with- 
out entering thto any Difquifition by 
what Means they were brought to ac- 
cede; for all Treaties of Peace ‘are 


founded upon the Partics at War be- 
ing refpectively, convinced that ay 


can do.no better... This was the Cafe 
of the late Treaty; and this it was 
that made France give up all her Con- 
queits, and Spain pafs from the great- 
eft Part of her Pretenfions in /ta/ly : 
therefore I was furprized to hear the 
Honourable Gentleman fay, that no 
jarring EInterefts had been any other 
way adjufted; than by compelling our 
Allies to give up every Thing our E- 
nemies could ask. 

As to what the Honourable Gentle- 
man was pleafed to fay againft the next 
Paragraph of the Addrefs propofed, it 
is rather criticifing than arguing, Sir. 
Surely we have no Occafion for Parli- 
amentary Knowledge to fay, that the 
Publick Expence has been reduced, 
when every Gentleman knows, that 
many whole Regiments have been al- 
ready disbanded, and many large Men 
of War put out of Commiffion; and 
as the Peace was figned but laft Month,

left out of our Addrefs. , 

I hope, Sir, I have now fufficiently 
anfwered every Objeétion made by the 
Honourable Gentleman again{t what 
my Noble Friend has been pleafed to 
propofe to us ; but, before I fit down, 
I mutt obferve, that it might be attend- 
ed with very pernicious Confequences, 
fhould we be lefs full or lefs dutiful in 
our Acknowledgments to his Majefty 
upon this Occafion than upon any 
former. We have ftill feveral Points 
relating to our Commerce and Plan- 
tations to fettle with France as well 
as Spain : Points which could not be, 
and indeed never are, fettled in a ge- 
neral Treaty of Peace; and yet Points 
which are of the utmoft Confequence 
to this Nation. How fhall we obtain 
Satisfaction as to any of thofe Points ? 
No one, I hope, expects that we can 
obtain it by Favour; which is a Mo- 
tive that is never of any Weight in 
Negociations between independent Na- 
tions. In all fuch, Fear or National 


Intereft:are the only two Motives of 

a publiék Nature that prevail. But it 

is the National Intereft of France, and 

of Spain too, during her Union with 

France, neither to give us Satisfac- 

tion, nor todo us Jullice.

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muft be made to operate upon both : 
Our Minitters muft threaten to renew 
the War, if they refute to fettle thofe 
Points to our Satisfaction. Can fuch 
‘Threatenings have any iffect, if they 
fuppote there is like to be a Difunion 
between his Majeity and his Parlia- 
ment? And if we fhouldbe lefs full or 
Jefs dutiful in our Acknowledgments 
to his Majefty than has been ufual of 
Jate Years, would not both the Courts 
of France and Spain have good Ground 
for fuch a Suppofition ? 

This Confideration will, I hope, Sir, 
induce even the Honourable Gentle- 
man himfelf to give up the critical Re- 
marks he has made upon the Addrefs 
propofed : for that they will have any 
Weight with others, I do not in the 
leaft fear ; but I thould with to fee our 
Addrefs upon this important Occafion 
unanimoufly agreed to; efpecially as 
what is now propofed is neither of a 
greater Length, nor more particular, 
than what has been ufual for many 
Years.

After the fecond Reading, and the Bill’s 
being ordered to be committed, there 
was a long Debate upon a Motion for 
an Inftruction to the Committee, to re- 
ceive a Claafe for reftraining Courts 
Martial from infli@ting any Punifhment 
affecting Life or Limb; but, upon the 
Queftion’s being put, it was carried in 
the Negative, by 88 to 15. Then it 
was refolved that the Houfe would go 
into a Committee on the Bill the 17th, 
and the Lords were ordered to be fum- 
moned and the Judges to attend. Ac- 
cordingly on that Day, as foon as the 
Houfe refolved itfelf into the faid Com- 
mittee, a Queftion was put to the Judges, 
If the Half pay Officers, not being in- 
cluded in the Number of 18,857 effec- 
tive Men, mentioned in the Preamble 
of the Bill, could be deemed fubje& to

And June 13. his Majefty’s Anfwer 
was reported, which was, That he 
would give Direétions accordingly. 

The laf Bill of this kind we fhall 
take Notice of, was.a Bill for the Eu- 
couragement of the Britith White Herring 
avd Cod Fifberies. ‘This Affair was firft 
introduced, Feb. 8. when a Committee 
Was appointed to confider of and report 
to the Houfe, the State of the Britifh 
Fifhery, with the ufual Powers; and 
that all Members attending the Com- 
mittee, fhould have Voices. Upon a 
particular Report from this Committee, 
which they were by an Inftruétion im- 
powered to make, was founded the 
Bill afterwards pafled into a Law for a 
Fith Market in Wefiminfter ; and upon 
another particular Report was founded 
the Whale Fifhery Bill, likewife pafled 
into a Law.

A QUESTION. 


RE all Men that Jang, or drown, 

_ or otherwife make away with 
themfelves, diftracted? My Reafon for 
this Queftion is this ; becaufe, in all fuch 
Cafes, [ am inform’d, the Law direéts 
there fhall be a Jury impannelled over 
the Corps, to confult and determine up- 
on Evidence, whether fuch a Perfon was 
really diffracted or no? 


Thee ANSWER. 


O this Queftion, the very Terms of 

it, we think. imply its Anfwer ; 

for, if a Jury confults, whether fuch a 
Perfon was diftracted, it implies. that 
fometimes fuch Perfons are not diftracted: 
for, if always fo, what Need of Con- 
fultation ? Thus much, indeed, muft be 
granted, that fuch a ‘Thing may be, and 
that it often is: and it cannot be denied 


may naturally have a {weet, —that it-has been the Opinion of great 


Men, Divines, and others, that no Man 
could poflibly offer Violence to himfelf, 
were he not, at leaft in the very Act, 
under a Fit of Diftraétion: But, how- 
ever this may hold in fome Inftances, 
the contrary may, we think, be made 
good in many, if not in moft; for if we 
confider thofe among the Romans, who, 
when Fortune frowned upon them, out 
of a miftaken Bravery, or rather Impo- 
tence of Mind, threw away their Lives ; 
with what Calmnefs and Temper did 


they often do it, and could anfwer with 


an —— Imperator bene fe habet, even in 


the Agonies of Death? And much the 
3N fame 
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fame has been obferved of many of thofe 
loft Petfons, who have gone the fame 
Way in our Age and Nation; fome of 
whom have taken their Leaves of -all 
their Friends, and adjufted all their Ac- 
counts, which require Sedatenefs and 
Calmnefs of Mind, before they have 
gone about their Bufinefs. But befides 
all this, did not the Wifdom of our Laws 
fuppofe the fame Thing, they would ne- 
ver have ftampt fuch a Brand of Infamy 
on the Bodies of thofe, who have this 

Vay come to their Ends, as well as ta- 
ken away the Eftate from their Relations. 
The Civil Law goes yet higher, as it 1s 
quoted by Bifhop Bariow, on a Queftion 
near a-kin to this, AZi/es, &c. the Soldier 
who hath laid violent Hands on himfelf, 
but not accomplifh’d the Fa&, unlefs he 
did it from Jmpatience of Pain, or Dif- 
eafe, or Grief, (or fome fuch other Caufe) 
{hall be punifhed with Death: Whereas 
the Rev. Bifhop obferves, the very 4r- 
tempt Of Self-murder is punifhable, and 
that too with capital Punifhment. It is 
true there are fo many Exceptions in the 
Law, that would perfuade one it was 
only made én terrorem; but if any thing 
be intended by it, that Impatience, &c. 
muft be conftrued as high as Diftradion, 
tho’ even then they were to be ignomi- 
nioully difmified from their Employ ment.

“Exercifess;” with what other Matters 


fhall appear, on due Deliberation, to be 
for the better fettling and regulating 
of a commercial Community, on the 
moft firm and durable Principles. 

16. That as Plenty of Provifions and 
Cheapnefs of Labour are, when directe 
by Skill and Integrity, the probable 
Means of producing a happy Ifiue ta 
this Undertaking, it may not be amifs 
to confider, in the firft purchafing or 
leafing of Lands, the Nature of the Soil 
for Cultivation, and feeding of, Cattle, 
for producing Roots and Herbage, for 
raifing of Barley, Beans, and Peafe, or 


fuch other Grain and Pulfe, as may be 
: . neé- 
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neceflary for the Support of the People 
on Shore, and for the fupplying of thofe 
on the Fifheries with wholefome Food 
and Liquors. 

17. That for the Sake of Cheapnefs, 
to prevent Frauds in the Duties, and 
that the Salt may be always of equal 
Goodnefs and Purity, it feems requifite 
that the fame fhould be made on the 
Spot, under the Infpection of his Ma- 
jeft’ys Cuftom- houfe or Excife Officers. 

18. {hat for the greater Encourage- 
ment of the faid Fifhing, and as a par-

\ MONG the Religious Houfes jn 
this Ifland, there are two Nun. 


neries, into which Parents put their 
Daughters, when they have no Pro. 
{pect of getting Hufbands for them 
or have no Fortunes to give them. 

They are fent to thefe Nunneries 
when very young, and have no Hopes 
of getting free but by Death.---At the 
Age of Seventeen they take a Vow of 
Chaltity, of Obedience to the Mother 
Abbefs, and of Retirement from the 
World. To inforce the firft Part of 
their Vow, they have no Accefs to 
fee thofe of our Sex, holy Priefts ex- 
cepted, but thro’ anIronGrate; where 
they have Leave to converfe with them. 

Two Officers of 0 Fare/l’s Regiment, 
happening to go out of Curiofity to 
fee and converfe with the Nuns of St 
Clare, faw two whom they admired 
very much; and, in fhort, fell defpe- 
rately in Love with them. They de- 
clared their Paffion to the Girls; whofe 
Heads being ftuffed with nothing but 
Romances, which they read in the 
Convent, looked upon them as two 
adventurous Knights come to deliver 
them from their inchanted Prifon, and 
gave them all the Encouragement they 
could wifh for. The Gentlemen de- 
clared themfelves upon Honour, and 
that they would marry them whenever 
they got them out. Many were the 
Schemes they formed to evade the V!- 
gilance of the old Maids, their Keepers, 
to pick the Locks, and get over the 
Walls ; and, as Love furmounts all 
Difficulties, they got a falfe Key made 
to the Garden-door; and having given 
the Slip in the Dark to the Nun who 
locks them up when they go to Bed 
(for they all fleep in one Room) they 
got down into the Garden about 
Twelve at Night; where they found 
the two Gentlemen ready to receive 
them ; who by Means of Ladders, had 
got over a Wall Twenty Foot high, 


to get at them, and by the fame Way 
. cone 
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eli di t. But how 
the Ladies out. bu 
one were the Gentlemen, when, 
oftesd of only the two that they ex- 
- they found a third, who was 
Mr nntier ! This was the Confidant 


luntier ! ; 
ia other two ; and tho’ fhe knew 


‘body that would give her Pro- 
rvs yet was refolved, at all Events, 
to get from Prifon ; thinking nothing 
ould happen to her fo bad, as to be 
kept in the Nunnery for Life. This 
od Adventurer was the chief Promo- 
er of the others making their Efcape, 
on Parpofe that fhe might have an Op - 

rtunity of coming out along with 
them. Tho’ the Nunnery is in the 
Middle of the Town, and every Way 
furrounded with Houfes, and tho’ it 
was dear Moonfhine, Providence had 
fo ordered it, that No-body obferved 
them fealing the Walls : otherwife the 
Confequences might have proved fatal ; 
for the Gentlemen had gone well arm- 
ed, and refolved, at any Rate, to car- 
ry of their Prizes. 

Next Morning, upon mifling of the 
Nuns, the whole Convent was in an 
Uproar, The Town took the Alarm, 
adall was in Confufion, not know- 
ing where they were, but concluding 
they wereamong the Exg/i/h, none elfe 
being fo wicked as to harbour them: 
For the People here confider the carry- 
ing them off as the greateft Height of 
Impiety, as they were Perfons who 

dedicated themfelves to the Service 
of God, 

The Gentlemen immediately apply-

mai, to marry them ; who acquainted 

» that if the Ladies were refolved 
0 continue Roman Catholicks, he 
Would not take upon him to marry 
the : for, tho’ he did not look upon 

Vow of Chaftity which they had 

to be lawful in itfelf; yet, as 

re: as thefe Ladies continued of that 
vaon, it would be impoffible for 
rir tothink fo; and that they might 
PUR sa any future Engagements 
be peeutered into with them, not to 
thir nett they were contrary to 
Por Vow, And therefore, when 


? 
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he waited upon the Ladies, he afked 
them, if they did not look upon the 
Vow to be binding upon them? To 
which they readily replied, That they 
did not; for they looked upon it as 
unlawful in itfelf; and that it was fo 
contrary to the Dictates of their own 
Natures, that they could not believe 
it was injoined them by the God of 
Nature; which made them have fome 
Doubts of that Religion which im- 
pofed fuch Cruelties and Hardfhips 
upon them: And that therefore they 
were defirous to be inftructed in the 
Principles of the Proteftant Religion. 
They added, that the Vow was ex- 
torted from them by Force; for that 
when they were Seventeen Years old, 
the Age at which they came under 
thefe Engagements, they informed 
their Father Confeffor of their Aver- 
fion to that reclufe fort of Life, and - 
their Refolution of not taking the 


- Vow. But he told them, if they 


refufed the Vow, and came out of 
the Nunnery, that their Relations 
would put them to Death; and upon 
his acquainting the Mother Abbefs 
with it, ihe fhut them up in a dark 
Dungeon, and fed them only with a 
little Bread and Water, and whipped 
them every Day with a Cat-o-nine- 
tails, till fhe forced them into a Com- 
pliance. This is the Way they take 
to fill up their Religious Houfes ; 
and without it they would be quite 
empty: For what the Ladies further 
oblerved, is doubtlefs true, that there 
is hardly a Nun there, under Forty, 
but would come out if fhe could. 

Mr was five or fix Days em- 
ployed in inftructing them in the Prin- 
ciples of the Proteftant Religion, and 
fhewing them the Difference betwixt 
that and the Roman Catholick; all 
which Time the Romifh Clergy had, 
by the General’s Orders, free Accefs 
to them, that if they could prevail 
upon them to continue Roman Catho- 
licks, or return to their Convent, they 
fhould be left entirely to.the Freedom 
of their own Will. But Love turned 


/ the Scale in Mr ------ ’s Fayour; and 
what 
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what he faid, had more Influence up- 
on them than that of fix Prieits, who 
were all the Time thundering Dam- 
nation againft them if they became 
Proteftants; for, amid{t all their fur- 
rounding Anathemas, they made a for- 
mi Renounciation of the Errors of 
the Roman Catholick Religion, and 
declared themfelves Proteftants. 

The Prielts preiled upon them to 

return back to their Convent, from the 
Obligation they lay under from their 
Vow; and as for any Thoughts they 
might have of Marriage, that that was 
impoflible, they being already married 
to fetus Chrift. However, when the 
Priefts found that the Ladics were 
defirous of being inftructed in the 
Proteftant Religion, they offered, if 
‘they would continue Roman Catho- 
licks, to give them immediately a Dil- 
penfation from their Vows, without 
waiting for one from Rome (which by 
the Bye was not in their Power to do) 
and to marry them to whom they 
pleafed, But Mr -------- took upon 
him the Power of being Pope for once, 
in giving the two Ladies a Difpen- 
fation from their Vows; and merried 
them the Day after they had declared 
themfelves Proteftants, From the 
Time of their Efcape, till they were 
married, they continued in the Lodg- 
ings of their two Lovers; but the 
Doors and Windows of the ‘Room 
where they lay, were fealed up.every 
Night, before the Priefts, and:opened 
before them in the Morning, in order 
to fatisfy their Relations that thefe 
Gentlemen had no Communication 
with them. When their Marriage put 
an End to this Ceremony, dreadful was 
the Outcry ; for their Relations thought 
that there was more occafion for ihut 
Doors than ever; and they will never 
Jook upon them as thefe Gentlemen’s 
Wives. The unmarried Lady was put 
into the Mafter of ------- ’s Houfe, 
under the Care of his Lady ; where the 
immediately got a Crowd of Admirers, 
and was married in a Month’s Time to 
another Officer. 


It is not to be conceived into what 
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a Ferment this Adventure threw the 
wholelfland. All their Relations, (who 
are the belt Families in the Place) aj} 
their Magiltrates, and all their Chan 
were conitantly harrafling the Reel 
complaining of the Sacrilege that way 
committed, and petitioning, that they 
might either be return’d back to thei 
Convent, or deliver’d up into their Re- 
Izxtions Hands: they did not fay, to 
put them to Death; but, doubtlefs 
that would have been their Fate, if ey 
ther of thefe Demands had been grant- 
ed. When they found that they could 
not fucceed with him, they laid aScheme 
of making Reprizals, and of carrying 
them oif: for one Evening, taking Ad- 
vantage of one of the Gentlemen le- 
ing abroad, and having bribed one of 
the Servants, his Wife’s Mother, and 
fome of her Relations, came into his 
Houfe, and carried her away by Force, 
Their Defign was to have fent her in 
a Boat to Majorca, which is but avery 
little Way from this Ifland, and there 
put her into the Inquifition, The Gates 
of the Town being immediately fhut, 
and Guards placed to fuiler No-body 
to go out, a Search was made for two 
Days ; but all to no Purpofe: and till 
Orders were iifued to put all thofe con- 
cerned in carrying her off, in Prifon, 
and they were threatened with Death, 
they would not produce her, At Ialt, 
Fear compelled them to deliver her up. 
They kept her in Bed all the Time the 
was among them, and would not fuffer 
her to put on her Cloaths, lett fhe fhould 
run away from them, or get to the 
Windows, and call out to any of the 
Engli/b; but did not ufe her any other- 
wife ill, knowing it would be retaliated 
upon them. They brought a Prieft to 
re-convert her; whofe Endeavouts, 
ou may believe, were all in vain: the 
had talted too much of the Sweets 0 
Liberty, to think any more of Con- 
vents and Cells. -

and about two Miles from this Tomb 
is 2 Town in the fame Field, called Be- 
thefula, the Inhabitants whereof are 
all Chriftians, 

In this great Field, between Ferus 
alem and Bethlehem, did lie the Camp 
of Sennacherib, when he beficged 7e- 
rufalem. From hence we rode to the 
Field, where the Angels brought Ti- 
dings of great Joy to the Shepherds, 
which is two Miles from Bethlehem: 
And thence we rode to Bethlehem, to 
the Monaftery, wherein were about 
ten Friars; who welcomed me very 
kindly, and brought me firft into a 
great Church, then intoa large Entry ; 
wherein I faw the Name of Mr Hugo 
Stapers twice fet, one above another; 
and between them both I fet my Name. 

Then they guided me down the Stairs 
into a Vault, where was a Chapel fet in 
the Place of our Saviour’s Nativity, 
inclofing bothit and the Manger where- 
in Chrift was laid, and alfo the Place 
where he was prefented with Gifts by

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frantine the Great, as they fay; and 
further, I faw divers Tombs of holy 
Men and others. 

Going upto the Top of the Church, 
I faw, upon the Leads, the Name of 
Mr Augo Stapers again engraven ; 
which made me look the more earnettly 
for fome other Exglifomens’ Names; 
but, finding none, I engraved down 
my Name, and came away: then we 
went and dined with the Friars. 

After Dinner they brought me to a 
Place where the Virgin Mary hid her- 
felf *, when Search was made to kill 
the Children. 

So, taking my Leave of Bethlehem, 
giving the Friars three Pieces of Gold 
for my Dinner, and my Company with 
me, being eight in Number ; mounting 
on our Affes we rode to the Well 
where King David’s three Captains 
fetched Water for him thro’ the whole 
Hoft of the Philiftines ; which {tandeth 
a little Way from Beihlehem, towards 
Jerufalem, and hath three Places to 
draw Water up. 

Hence we went prefently back to 
Ferufalem, entering the Gate at Four 
o’Clock in the Afternoon ; and at Five 
the Turks let us into the Sepulchra 
Sana, each of us paying nine Pieces 
of Gold for our Entrance. 

No fooner were we in but they lock- 
ed the Gates ; fothere I ftaid tillEleven 
o’Clock the next Day, and then came 
forth. Now follows what I faw at 
Sepulchra Sanda: Firft, I noted, 
hanging without the Gate, at leaft 100 
Lines and Strings, and in the Gate is 
2 great Hole, whereat alittle Child may 
eafily creep in; whereof demandin 
the Reafon, they told me the Hole fer. 
ved to give Victuals at for them which 
lie within the Charch, which are above 
300 Perfons, Men and Women, all 
Chriftians ; and there they live conti- 
nually Night and Day, and can have 
no Paffage in or out, but when the

The Strings before {poken of, hang 
ing at the Gate, have each one a Bel 
faftened at the Lodgings; and whe;

From whence I went to fee the 
Tombs of Baldwin and Godfrey of 
Bulloign; and, returning back to the 
Sepulchre, I meafured the Diftance from 
Place to Plac., {pending thus the Time 
from Five o’Clock before Night, when 
I came in, untill next Day at Eleven 
o’Clock, at my coming forth, writing 
down all Things I thought ~ note- 
worthy. 

My Companion, Mr John Burrell, 
and I, being come forth of the Church, 
we went to the Pater Guardian to 
Dinner ; where we had Tidings that 
five other Exg/i/h Gentlemen were arri- 
ved at the City Gates, directing towards 
Aleppo: Their Names were Mr /V/i/- 
liam Beadle, Preacher to the Engli/b 
Merchants which were Liegers at .7- 
leppo; Mr Edward Abbot, Servant to 
the Right WorfhipfulSir Fou Spencer ; 
Mr Jeffry Kirby, Servant to the Wor- 
fhipful Mr Paul Banning, and Liegers 
for them in A/eppo ; two other young 
Men, the one called John Elkins, and 
the other Fa/per Tymme. Thefe five, 
hearing of my being there, came all to 
the Houfe ; and thefe, tho’ they faw 
not my Imprifonment, nor were with 
me at the Sight of thofe Things in 
and about Ferufa/em, can witnels that 
they were acquainted therewith at the 
Gates, and teftify the other Truths 
befide. Thefe Men, as alfo my 
Companion, Mr 7ohu Burrel, 1 lett 
Ferufalem, departing 
thence to fee other Places in the Coun- 
try of Paleffine. But let me firft tell 
you what I obferved in this City’s Si- 
tuation, (becaufe I was informed before 
I came to fee it, that it was all ruina- 
ted, albeit, on the Sight thereof, I 
found it otherwife) having alittle Com- 
pafs by me, to fet fuch Places as I 
couldeafily come by... 

The Heart of the old City was feat- 
ed on Mount S/o and Mount Moria; 
to the North Part whereof was Mount 
Calvary, without the Gates of the old 
City, about a Stone’s Caft: but now I 


find this new City fituated fo far in the 
Noarsth 
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North Part, that it is almoft quite of 
Mount Siorz, but yet not off Mount 


Miria, which was between Mount 
Siozand Mount Calvary; fothatnow, 
undoubtedly, the South Walls of the 
City are placed on the North Foot of 
the Hill of Sion. The Eaft Wall, 
which doth confront Mount Q/ivet, is 
a great Pert of the ancient Wall, and 
fo, from the South Ealt Angle North, 
a Quarter of a Mile behind Mount 
Calvary; fo that Mount Calvary, 
which was in former Times a Stone’s 
Caft without the City, and the appoint- 
ed Place for ordinary Executions, I 
find now to be feated in the Middle of 
the new City. 

This Mount Ca/vary is not fo high 
as to be called a Mount, but rather a 
piked, or a {pired Rock ; for I noted 
the Situation of it, both when I was 
at the Top of it,and when I came to 
the Sepulchre, the Sepulchre being di- 
{tant from the Foot of it 173 Feet, as 
I meafuredit: Whereupon I conclude, 
that the Place of Burial, which 7o/ep) 
of Arimathea made for himfelf, was, 
from the Foot of Mount Ca/vary, 173 
Feet Weltward; in which Place is the 
Sepulchre of our Saviour. 

The Sepulchre itfelf is two Feet and 
a half bigh from the Ground, eight 
Feet in length, and three Feet nine 
Inches broad, cover’d with Stone of a 
white Colour. Qver the Sepulchre is 
a Chapel built, the North Wall where- 
of is joined clofe with the North Side 
of the Sepulchre ; and the Chapel is 
of like Stone as the Sepulchre is, be- 
ing 15 Feet broad, 25 Feet long, and 
above 4o Feet high. In this Chapel 
are always burning 30 or 40 Lamps, 
but upon Feftival Days more; which 
are maintained by Gifts piven at the 
Deaths of Chriftians in Span, Florence, 
and other Parts, to be kept continu- 
ally burning ; and the Givers of thefe 
Lamps have their Names engraven a- 
bout the upper Edges of them, in Let- 
ters Of Gold, ftanding in a Band of 
Gold or Silver. 

This Chapel is inclofed with a 
Church, and yetnot it only, but there-

The Place where Chrift fafted 40 
Days and 40 Nights, called Quarranto, 
is from Ferufalem, as Chelmsford, in 
Effex, is from Loudon (24 Miles.) 

_ The neareft Part of the River Jor- 
danis from Ferufalem, as Epping, in 
Effex, is from London (13 Miles.) 

. Jericho, the neareft Part of the Plain 
thereof, is from Ferufalem, as Low- 
ton-hall, in Effex (Sir Robert Wrath’s 
Houfe) is from London (11 Miles.y 

The Lake of Sodom and Gomorrah 
is from Jerafalem, as Gravefend, in 
Kent, is trom London (29 Miles.) 

The 
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The River Fordan runneth into the 
Lake, and there dieth ; which, in my 
Opinion, is one of the greateft Secrets 
in the World, thata frefh Water fhould 
run continually into this falt Lake, and 
have no Iffue out, but there die; and 
the faid L ke continuing {till fo falt, 
as no Weight of any reafonable Sub- 
ftance will fink into it, but floateth u- 
pon it, as a dead Man or Beaft will not 
go down. And what is alfo remark- 
able, that what Filth foever, or any 
other Subftance, is brought into it by 
the River Jordan, it floateth continu- 
ally upon the Water; and being tofled 
thereon by the Force of the Weather, 
inTime it becometh a congealed Froth ; 
which being caft upon the Banks, and 
there dried by the extream Heat of 
the Sun, becometh black like Pitch, 
which, in that Country, is called Bi- 
tumen: whereof I have brought fome 
with me from thence. This Lake is 
about eight or nine Miles broad, and 
about 80 or roo Miles long; the 
Length ftretching from the North, 
where the River Fordan falleth into it, 
to the Southward, and hath no farther 
Iffue. 

The Fields where theAngels brought 
Tidings unto the Shepherds, lye from 
Ferufalem,as Greenwich, inKent, doth 
from London (five Miles.) : 

Mount O/ivet lieth from Ferufalem, 
as Bow, or Stratford, in Middlefex, 
is from London (two Miles.) 

Bethania is from Ferufalem, as 
Blackwall in Middlefex, is from Lon- 
don, (two Miles and a half.)

Thus have I defcribed the City of 
Jerufalem, as it is now built, with all 
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the notable Places therein, an 

unto the fame, and the eames 
about it ; by which Compurifons you 
may well underftand the Situation of 
moft Parts of the Places near unto 
it; and thereby you may perceive 
that it was but a {mall Country 
and a very little Plot of Ground 
which the //raelites poffeffed in the 
Land of Canaan; which, as Now, isa 
very barren Country: for that, with. 
in 15 Miles of Feru/alem, the Country 
is wholly barren and full of Rocks, 
and ftony ; and, unlefs it be about the 
Plain of Zericho, Iknow not any Part 
of the Country at prefent that is fruit- 
ful: What hath been in Times patt | 
refer you to the Declaration thereof 
made in the holyScriptures. My Opi- 
nion is, that when it was fruitful, and 
a Land that flowed with Milk and Ho- 
ney, in thofe Days God bleffed it, and 
that then they followed his Com- 


mandments ; but now, being inhabi- | 


ted by Infidels, that prophane the 
Name of Chrift, and live in a filthy and 
beaftly Manner, God curfeth it, and fo 
it is made barren: for it is fo barren 
that I could get no Bread when I came 
near unto it ; for, one Night as I lod- 
ged fhort of Ferufalem, at a Place cal 
fed, inthe Arabian Tongue, CudaChe- 
nalet, 1 fent my Moor to a Houle, not 
far from the Place where we had pitch- 
ed our Tents, to get me fome Bread, 
and he brought me word, that there 
was none to be had; and that the 
Man of that Hoafe, nor any of his Fa- 
mily, did never eat Bread in all their 
Lives, but only dried Dates : where- 
by you may plainly perceive the Bar- 
rennefs of the Country at this Day; 
only, I fuppofe, by the Curfe that God 
layeth upon the fame, for that they 
ufe the Sin of Sodam and Gomorrah 
very much in that Country ; whereby 
the poor Chriftians, who live there, 
are glad to marry their Daughters # 
twelve Years of Age to Chriftians, le 
the Turks fhould ravith them. And;

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Arrival of the French at Louisburgs 
gave proper Orders for tranfporting 
the Exgh/h Garrifon from Cape Breton 
to this Place ; and the Tran{fports are 
now entering the Harbour, with tne 
two Regiments of Hop/on and Ware 
burton on board. The Affiftance and 
Security we fhall receive from thefe Re- 
giments, will greatly forward our Set 
tlement ; the Officers having brought 
all their Furniture with them, and a 
great Number of Milk Cows and other 
Stock, befides Military Stores and Am- 
munition of all forts. There is alfoa 
Company of Rangers arrived from 4x 
napolis, commanded by Capt. Goreham, 
who are encamped near us, and from 
whom we have likewife received great 
Affiftance. 

Every thing here anfwers our moft 
fanguine Wifhes and Expeétations. 

The Harbour of ChibuGo may jutt- 
ly be faid to be one of the fineft in the 
World, and has Conveniences and Ad- 
vantages for a Fifhery, fuperior, as I 
am told by Perfons of Knowledge, to 
any other Place they ever faw; and 
we have great Reafon to believe, it 
will foon become the moft flourifhing 
Fifhery in thefe Parts, a great Num- 
ber of the New-England Fifhermen ha- 
ving already fignified to Col. Corn- 
wallis their Intention of fettling here 
next Year, 

The Entrance into the Harbour is 
from the South, with a large Ifland of 
an irregular Form, which we have 
named Cornwallis I/fland. lying on the 
N. E. Side; between this Ifland and 


‘the oppofite Shore on the S. W. is 


a Channel, wide and deep enough for 
the largeft Ships. This Ifland, as 
well as a fmaller one lying higher up 
the Harbour, which we named George’s 
Ifland, is very commodioufly fituated 
for a Fifhery, and has Conveniences of 
all forts proper for drying and curing 
the Fith. 

About two Miles higher up the Har- 
bour, on the S. W. Side, is a River 
with a {mall Harbour at its Entrance, 
for the Reception of Shallops and o- 
ther fall Veflels : This River, which

We called Sandwich River, is at the 
Mouth about as wide as the T/ames at 
London Bridge, and as deep, tho’ Salt 
Water, for about four or five Miles 


up, when it terminates at the Fall of 
a {mall Frefh Water Rivulet into it 
from the North. 

From the Mouth of Sandwich Ri- 
ver to the oppolite Side of the Har- 
bour is about two Miles, with good 
anchoring Ground for the largeft Ships 
in any Part of it, and a fine watering 
Place on the N. E. Side. The Land 
on both Sides is. every where pretty 
high, and exceeding rich and fertile, 
but covered with Wood; as indeed 
is the whole Country round it. 

About four or five Miles North from 
the above River is a narrow Entrance 
of half a Mile into a large Bay of about 
twelve Miles in Circumference, which 
we named Bedford Bay, and which has 
feveral {mall Creeks at the Bottom of 
it, abounding with the fineft Salmon, 
and in the greateft Plenty I ever faw. 
There are alfo feveral Iflands in it ; 
and a great Quantity of Pines, fit for 
Matting, grow on the Weltern Side of 
it. This Bay, with the Harbour and 
Sandwich River, forms a Peninfula, 
containing about 3000 Acres of Land; 
upon which we are at prefent fettled, 
and are preparing to build a Town. 

There is an amazing Quantity of 
Fith of the beft forts caught in the 

‘Harbour; andthe Trees abound with 
Variety of Game, efpecially Partridges, 
which fuffer themfelves to be fhot at 
as often as you pleafe: I think they 
are better than thofe we have in En- 

land, Thereare alfo Wood-Pigeons ; 
and I have feen fome Flights of Ducks 
and Geefe. The Weather is finer, 
and more ferene, than any I ever faw; 
and our Evenings are pieafant beyond 
Defcription. 

The firft Care of the Governor, af- 
ter fending for the Garrifon of Louis- 
bourg, and for LtCol. Ma/carene from 
Annapolis, was to pitch upon a proper 
Spot for our firft Settlement ; and as 
the forementioned Peninfula appeared 
to be the beft Place, as well on ac-

By Maey, the Churma, (i.¢. a Crew of 
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Slaves in a Galley) having mutinied 
and feized on the Veffel. On his 
landing here, he was lodged in the 
beft and moft commodious Part of the 
Lazaret, and all his Domelticks per- 
mitted to remain with him ; his Effects 
were reftored to him, at leaft all which 
the Grand Mafter could redeem ; and 
from the firft Day of his Arrival, to 
the Time of his being fet at Liberty, 
he and his whole Retinue were main- 
tained at the Expence of the Publick 
Treafury. 

After the Expiration of the Qua- 
rantine, he was removed to the A-. 
partment of the Governor of the Caftle 
of St E/me, where the principal Loids 
of the Court, and near all the Knights 
of the Order, nade him a Vifit ; and, 
to alleviate the Rigour of his Capti- 
vity, the Government likewife per- 
mitted Turks to fee him there, altho’ 
hitherto Infidels were never known to 
enter or approach that Fortrefs, He 
was not even refufed the Permiffion 
of paying his Compliments to the 
Grand Matter; for having been con- 
ducted to the Palace with his Kiaia, 
the Major of his Galley, and his 
Iman, he was introduced with an In- 
terpreter, into the Clofet of his 
Eminency, who-receiv’d him in a. gra- 
cious Manner, had the Goodnefs to 
condole his Misfortunes, and promifed 
that he fhould not be refufed any 
thing which he could with for or res 
quire. 4 refi 

He fpent the firft Month of his 
Confinement in continual Uneafinefs 
and Apprehenfion of the Manner .in 
which the Event, that had put him 
into our Hands, would be regarded at 
Conftantinopie : He dreaded the Porte 
would make him refponfable for the 
Infurreétion of his Slaves, and con- 
cluded that he-fhould incur the Wrath 
and Indignation of the Grand Seignior ; 
therefore, to redeem himfelf from fo 
fatal a Situation, he formed the De- 
fign of executing an Enterprize of 
Eclat and Importance. With this 
View he fought a Protection from the 


Court of France, and his Moft Chri- 
$f {tian 
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ftian Majefty condefcended to inter- 

ofe his good Offices with the Grand 
Matter, in order to gain his Liberty. 
But, however, thinking the Recovery 
of his Liberty infufficient to wipe off 
the Difgrace he lay under, he turned 
his Views another Way; he concei- 
ved a much more elevated Project, 
and determined to embark in the moft 
defperate Undertaking that could be 
imagined. He even attempted an En- 
terprize, morally impoffible, in regard 
to the Strength of his Forces; but 
Which, if the Caprice of Fortune had 
caufed to fucceed, would not have 
failed of reftoring him to the higheft 
Credit at his Court, and immortalizing 
his Name throughout the Ottoman 
Empire. This Enterprize was the 
Conqueft of Afa/ta. 

The Bafhaw laid his Plan deep, and 
from this Period took every Method 
which he could invent to favour it. 
In all the Vifits made him by the 
Knights, he affe&ed an entire Igno- 
rance of the Jtalian and French Lan- 
guages, tho’ he underltood the one, 
and could fpeak the other. To this 
trifling Piece of Craft, he joined an 
€xtreme Pride, and treated the moft 
diftinguifhed Perfons of the Order with 
the rhoft lofty and furly Behaviour ; 
Jet them be who they would, he never 
tofe from his Sopha, nor fhewed the 
Refpeét and Civility requifite, had he 
been on an equal Footing ; infomuch 
that thofe who made him one Vifit 
were not defirous of going a fecond 
Time, Hf that, in effect, was the End 
he propofed by this Conduét, as we 
now make no Doubt of, he had the 
Satisfaction to fucceed ; for no Body 
feented difpofed to creep to his favage 
ard unitractable Temper, or to fami- 
fiarize themfelves with the Hatred 
Which he bore to the Chriftian Name, 
and in particular to the Knights of the 
Religion of St Fohn of Ferufalem. 

_Being freed from all Vifits of this 
kind, he had the Pleafure to fee, as he 
wifhed; Muffelmen only ; whofe Bon- 
dlage he tenderly commiferated, and 
promifed that 3 would endeavour to 
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fet them at Liberty. Thofe People 
attracted. by thefe fubtile Promifes, 
came to fee him not only with a hg 
doubled Affiduity, but ferved him with 
a new Zeal, and brought him Prefents 
of the moit delicate Fruits, Sweet. 
meats, @c. All which Demontftrati. 
ons of Attachment he returned with 
great Marks of Generofity, fending 
Sums of Money to the Prifons, anf 
caufing the Imans to diftribute Proyi- 
fions to the Churmas, principally on 
the Days of their fuperftitious Solem. 
nities. By this f{tudied Conduct he 
found Means to know the Imans of 
divers Prifons, and to penetrate the 
Genius and Talents of each in parti 
cular. Amongft others, he entirely 
gained the Confidence of two Slaves, 
of whoih one was the Reis Hazan, an 
Officer of good natural Parts, and the 
other named Misbud, of bad Charac- 
ter, and ready to engage in any kind 
of Roguery. Thefe two Perfons gave 
him a light Sketch of the Government 
of the State of the Place. He alfo, 
at an early Day, cemented a clolé 
Friendfhip with the Slave Jm/elett, 
Valet de Chambre of the Grand Matter, 
and with a Reis of the Galliot, named 
Ali- Achmet, of a brifk and active Spi- 
rit. The Connection of the Bafhaw 
with the Slave /m/eletti, who was an 
intimate Friend of Misbud, produced 
the firft Idea of affaffinating his Emi- 
nency ; and the Bafhaw having open- 
ed his Mind to Jm/eletti, he enaged to 
execute that execrable Project himfelt. 

This firft Operation being fettled, 
the Bafhaw began to make Difpolitions 
for a gerterat Confpiracy of Slaves; 
of whom a Part naturally thirfted after 
Liberty, and Part were decoyed by 
the Artifices of the Bafhaw, who pro 
mifed them ‘powerful Succours, the 
Pofleffion of immenfe Riches, the Ac 
quifition of Government, and other 
Allurements, according to the different 
Taftes and Geniufes he difcovered 
thofe to whom he communicated his 
Defign. His firft Propofition was 
made by the Canal of Jbralim, his 


pore : for that 
Kiaia, ina Council affembled fed 
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at which were prefent 
ae the Reis, the Cadi, ordi- 
Judge of the Turks, and the 
rrebdant Misbud; to whom the Kiaia 
declared, ‘ That it was difgraceful to

«and. After having fome Time 
tundied about the Divifions inOpinion, 
itwas only concluded at this firft Meet- 
ing, that the Imans fhould not diffuade 
the Churmas from entering into the 
Projet, and that in the mean time 
it wasneceflary to. know the Oracle of 
theBathaw. ©The Kiaia promifed that 
he would inform }im exactly of their 
Debates and Agreement, tho’ probably 
the pes had never heard the whole 
Conterence,

Infurreftion wag unanimoufly  accept- 
ed; and there remained nothing more 
todo, than to find Means to bring it 
toa fuccefsful Iffue.

At length they finally concluded to 
attempt their Enterprize on a Feaft 
Day, and made choice of the 29th of 
func tor their Purpofe ; becaufe a proe 
digious Concourfe of People was ex- 
pected in the Town that Day, on ac- 
count of the Feftival of the Apoftles 

St Peter and St Pau/, to whom the 
Cathedral Church is dedicated ; andas, 
moreover, the Grand Canons were on 
that Day, for the firft Time, to make 
Ufe of the Mitre and Crofs of Gold, 
with which the reigning Pope had pre- 
fented them: a Particular which Mif~ 
bud was not ignorant of, and of which 

he informed the Bafhaw, and he un- 

folded it to the other Slaves. This 

Circumftance fo dazzled and blinded 

them, that they forgot, that in Rer 

membrance of the Confpiracy hatched 
by the Slaves in 1531, aud founded on 

a like Occafion of an extraordinary 

great Refart of People, the Govern- 

ment has never failed, in purfuance 
of ancient Ordinances, to put all the 

Slaves in Irons on that Day, to rein- 

force the Pofts of the Va/etta, as well 

as the Guard of the Palace, and to 
caufe the Militia to patrole thro’ the 

City. This unaccountable Blindnefs, 

we think, manifeltly proves, that God

They were to have begun theip 

Work 
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Work at two o’Clock in the Afternon : 
The Officers of the Grand Matter, the 
Knights and the Domefticks, having 
ufually finifhed Dinner about that 
Time, the Palace then becomes defart $ 
and his Eminency, after taking a fhort 
Repofe, commonly goes from his Win- 
ter Apartment to his Summer one, 
for the fake of Privacy and Solitude. 
The Valet de Chambre oe tocar 
the Negro, Author of the Infurredti- 
on of the Churma of the Bafhaw’s 
Galley, who had been made a Chrilti- 
an, and five other Slaves, were to be 
employed in the Affaflination of his 
Eminency. Im/eletti, who perfectly 
knew all the Windings of the Palace, 
was to have opened the Door of the 
Hall, which communicates to two A- 
partments; and there, being reunited, 
they were to have jointly wafhed their 
Hands in the Blood of their Sovereign. 
The Rebellion muft infallibly have 
burft by this Murder. Moft of the In- 
habitants, ’tis true, tho’ in imminent 
Danger, might have efcaped'the Maf- 
acre, on account of the many unex- 
pected Accidents which are always met 
with in the Execution of a great Pro- 
ject; but, forthe Perfon of the Grand 
Mafter, he could not poffibly have e- 
{caped falling a Victim to the Rage of 
the Blood-thirfty Crew, even tho’ their 
Defign had mifcarried. Seven other 
Slaves of the Palace, pofted near the 
fame Door, had Orders to fuftain the 
Affaffins ; who, after having feparated 
the Head and the Body, were to have 
hung them out of the Windows of the 
Apartments, and to have thrown fome 
Pirt into the Grand Porch, as a Sig- 
nal to the Slaves of the Kitchens, the 
Stables, and the Prifon of the Palace, 
whom the Bafhaw’s Iman had all fedu- 
ced. This crafty Plotter having feign’d 
a Variance with his Mafter, left him, 
and in order to accomplifh with the 
more Eafe, the Tafk impofed on him, 
viz. to engage the Slaves in the Re- 
bellion, went from the Caftle to the 
Palace, where he framed all this vaft 
Project, by the Help of the Money

over them ; and with thofe Arms they 


were to have flain all the Soldicry, 
This Expedition compleated, and 4 
third Body of Slaves having joined the 
former, they were jointly to have 
gone and forced the Guard and Gates 
of the great Prifon; of which they 
had alfo the Craft to engage in their 
Scheme another Levantine Soldier, 
who was to have been Centinel there 
at the Hour of its Execution. 
After having deliver’d al! the Slaves 
from their Fetters, and furnifhed them 
with Arms, they were to have march- 
ed, under the Command of the Cadi- 
Chara, towards the Fortrefs of St £ Ime, 
and, by favour of a Greek Soldict 
pofted therc, to have given the Affault 
to the Grand Guard ; during which 
the Bafhaw, and the other Chiefs of the 
Enterprize, amongft others the Reis 
Hafan and all their Domelticks, were 
in Concert to have made an Attack 
within-fide the Caftle. As from the 
Time of the Bafhaw’s being fet at Lr 
berty he no longer refided in the Cattle, 
and as the Conqueft of that get $ 
appeared to him indifpenfibly ae 
fary, he pretended that the Air of the

Divan. In this new Council they 
concluded to communicate their Plan 
to the Deys of Algiers, Tunis, Tri- 
pi, and Safe.’ The Cadi himfelf 
wote Letters to thofe Barbarian ‘Re- 

ies, by which the Confpirators 
franded of them Succours in Men 
ind Ammunition.

the Ifland of Malta, with 20 or 25 
Saicks: And, according to the De- 
pofitions of one Thomas de Caftrovan, 
who was fome Months in the Service 
of the Vizir of Sa/onica, without be- 
ing known for a Chriftian, it appears 
that the Bafhaw of Tripoliza had fent, 
by fifteen different Turks, many Let- 
ters to the faid Vizir; containing the 
Detail of an Enterprize meditated by 
the Slaves of Malta, to the Number 
of 1500, againft the Va/etza, and fo- 
liciting a Reinforcement, in order to 
enable them to fubdue the whole 
Tland. The fame Man remarks, thar 
the Vizir rewarded three of thofe 
Turkifh Emiffaries with 100 Sequins, 
and fent them by Land to Confhanti- 
nople, furnifhing them with Horfes 
and Guides, and giving them Letters 
for the Captain Bafhaw, to intreat 
him to keep in Readinefs the Veffels 
demanded for the Enterprize of Mal- 
ta. Thefe Succours were required for 
the End of Zune, in confequence of 
a Refolution taken in a new Divan, 
which had abfolutely fixed the Infur- 
rection at that Time, when the Chur- 
mas, who were juft befare to fet out 
on a-leng Voyage, would be abfent, 
The Succours expected from Barbary 
was to feperate into two Squadrons 
that the Ifland might not be alarme 
by the Appearance of a formidable 
Fleet ; and the Saicks which were to 
come from the Levant, had Orders to 
cruize off the Port for nine or ten 
Days. They had concerted all the Sig- 
nals that were to be made from the 
Caftle of St Elme, which commands 
the Sea on the Side of Sicily, and on 
the Appearance of which the Veffels 
were to haye debarked their Men under 
the Mole, which is in the Sea, on the 
Side of the Magifterial Commandery.. 
From thence they were to have made

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gn Attempt on the Fort, and if it had 
failed, they were to {cale the Baftions. 

The fine Seafon of the Jaft Year ap- 
proaching, the Bafhaw obtain’d Per- 
miffion from the Grand Mafter to go 
to a fine Garden belonging to his E- 
minency, fituate on the Port Royal, 
the higheft Spot of Ground in the City. 
There this Chief of the Confpirators 
continued his Conferences with his 
Confidants, and more and more inur’d 
them to the Principles of Rebellion.

the Bafhaw one Day propofed ta the 
Valet de Chambre, /m/c/etti, the poi- 
foning the Grand Matter in his Cof- 
fee, and offered to furnifh him with 
the Poifon.. The Bafhaw had, it feems, 
before made fuch an Attempt by Means 
of a Slave; but it was not effected, for 
fear of poifoning the Cook, inftead of 
the Grand Mafter,: Jm/feletti did not 
relifh the Bafhaw’s Propofal, and re- 
prefented to him, that a Death by Poi- 
fon would fail of thofe terrible Effets 
of Trouble and Confufion which they 
had Reafon to cxpect would be the 
Confequence of fuch an one as they 
had before agreed upon. TheBafhaw 
acquiefced in his Opinion, and re- 
turned to his former Project, of but- 
chering his Eminency by the Hands of 
his Valet deChambre. /m/e/etti had 
borrowed an Hanger for that Purpofe 
of a Slave belonging to the Kitchen, 
pamed bicatel : But ten Days before 
the Difcovery of the Confpiracy, the 
Bathaw difluaded him from the Ufe of 
that Inftrument, and offered him his 
own Poniard, which was excellent 
tempered Metal, and the Point it 
feems was to be envenomed.

{piracy againft the Life of the Grand 
Mafter, with a View that the violent 
Death of the Prince, and the Maflacre 
of the Knights, would fill the City 
with fuch Horror and Tumult as mutt 
confequently furnifh them with Means 
of fubduing the whole Ifland.”’ 

On this Advice, rendered authen- 
tick by undoubted and fufficient Evi- 
dence, the Fifcal.imprifoned the Ne- 
gro, and the Per/ian Soldier, his Com- 
panion. They were feparately inter- 
rogated, and both revealed in part the 
execrable Plot which had been hatch- 
ed in the Ifland. From this Time we 
hourly made Difcoveries of the Chiefs 
and the Accomplices in the Plot, and 
in a few Days the Prifons were filled 
with them. 

The Grand Matter finding the Affair 
was truly ferious, and much more 
fo than he at firft imagined, thought 
proper to affemble the Council, and 
give Notice in Form of the Difcovery 
of aConfpiracy of Slaves ; adding this 
particular Expreflion, “‘ That the 
Bafhaw of Rhodes was not exempt 
from Sufpicion,” and that as the Courfe 
of the Procefs furnifhed new Difcove- 
ries, he fhould commnnicate them to 
the Council. His Eminency nomina- 
ted at the fame Time four Commifla- 
ries to make a neceflary Regulation in 


The.-Confpirators_ the Guard of Slaves, and to take fuch 


other Meafures as might put us in 2 
State of Security againft all Events. 
In the Courfe of the Enquiries of 
the Grand Procefs, they had at laft con- 
vincing Proofs that the Bafhaw was 
the Author and Chief of the whole 
Enterprize. This Article becoming 
fo plain and certain, his Eminency in- 
formed the Council thereof, and told 
them that he had given Orders to the 
Fifcal to proceed, according to the 
Rigour of the Law, in the Trials of 
the Confpirators ; but that, in regard 
to the King of France, he would not 
proceed again{t the Balhaw, till he had

the whole Affair, and received his O- 
pinion of it. 

The News of this horrid and exe- 
crable Plot having at length reached 
the Ears of all Ranks and Degrees of 
People, the Populace foon grew out- 
rageous, and aflembled with an Intent 
to put the Bafhaw to immediate Death. 
But this haughty and turbulent (or, 
in refpect. to his Denial of the Fact, 
rather méan and daftardly) Wretch, 
appeared no-way alarmed at all thefe 
Commotions; and afluming an Air of 
the molt refined and {potle{s Innocence, 
had the Impudence to affurethe French 
Minilter, and even to fwear on the Al- 
coran, thathe had no Hand in, nor was 
any Way concerned in the Plot laid 
to his Charge. 

It was judged neceflary, however, 
to take Meafures for allaying the Heat 
and Fury of the People, which at this 
‘Time only tended to embarrafs and 
confound the Government’s Proceed- 
ings. The Guards about the Bafhaw’s 
Houfe, altho’ they had been redoubled, 
were found infufficient to quell a Mob 
who perfifted in the Refolution of 
meafuring its Vengeance by the Enor- 
mity of the Crime that demanded it. 
On which the Grand Matter intimated 
to the Baille de Bocage, that, as the 
Bafhaw was not fecure in his prefent 
Situation, he thought it would be con- 
venient and as to remove him 
to the Caftle of St E/me. The Baille 
approved of his Eminency’s Propofal, 
and immediately repaired to the Ba- 
fhaw, in order to advife him to com- 
ply with it ; which, in Effect, he feem- 
éd dilpofed to. The Populace having 
got a Scent of this Negociation, in

than ever ; and furrounding the Houfe 
of the Bathaw, protefted aloud that 
they were determined to pull it down, 
and burn the Blood-thirfty Hell-hound 
it contained in the common Pile of 
Rubbifh.
